withstanding' the-repeated ^successes of the Mikado's forces on land and sea. 
Although -worsted in every encounter, the Russian* continue to fight with thu 
stubborn courage which they have exhibited on 'many a stricken field. Ar. 
e. rule, they have been outgeneraled on both land and wa/ter, and at the point 
of actual contact have usually been outnumbered. 
Their commanders havo 


shown a decided lack of initiative, confining themselves mainly to meeting 
attacks wherever the Japanese choso to deliver them. 


While the battle of Vafangow, so disastrous to the Russian arms, was. 


fought as the result of a forward movement to relieve Port Arthur, tho 
Japanese were the aggressors in th< actual fighting. They went out to mee: 
General Stakelberg, and assaulted first one flank and then the other with 
tremendous fury. 
Notwlth>«anding their heavy losses, the Russians retired 


from the field with' spirits unbroken, with discipline and morale unimpaired. 
•With a vast reserve force 10 draw upon, this is destined to count In the end 
severely agaimrt the Japanese, who cannot hold out in a prolonged bleeding 
contest. 
The Russians can lose two men to one and still win out. 
Tho 


Japanese must gain some decisive victories over the main Russian army if 
the ,wiar is to be speedily terminated in their favor. 
^ 


The Japanese are confident of the early fall of Port Arthur, but that is 


xraition'so securely fortified,, the dogged cour- 


age and endurance of the Moscovites will be displayed to the best advantage. 
On the other hand, one wing of oku's army has come in touch with th^ 
northern army of Kuroki, which is steadily forcing Kuropatkin back. 
Fur- 


thermore, Admiral Togo reports that he has administered a severe defeat to 
the Port Arthur squadron, which sallied out to meet his blockading fleet. 


Ttoe military operations of the Japanese have elicited the highest praise, 


from European experts in the art of -war. A German military attache pro- 
nounces the Japanese military organization superior to that of his o.vn coun- 
try on which it i« modeled. A Russian military expert, writing in the Novos 
Vremya, gives the hig-hest praise to the manner in -which the Japanese plan 
and execute their operations. They never go into action without a samcient 
force to effect their purpose or without -well made and well understood plat.:-. 
Consequently, in battle there is no anxious looking for reinforcements and 
no rushing about of ordeilies with commands. 
All is perfect preparation, 


•Hence and precision. 
The Japanese soldiers fire well, endure fire well an i 


use the bayonet with a courage un--urpassed In the history of war. 
The ar- 


tillery is admirable, the fortifications aje thoroughly upto 
date, 
and 
all 


technical details of equipment are complete. 
The scouting a.nd intelligence 


nervice is excellent. 
The organization of the medical service is perfect. 


The one weakness of the Japanese army is the transporting of supplies 


on the backs of coolies and in small hand carts. This requires an immense body 
of non-coniibatarrts, -who have to b- fed and protected. 
This body increases 


In number the further the ramy moves from its base and the Japanese arms- 
Is steadily moving a-way from the coast and further away from its supply 
base. General Kuroki has been compelled to make several halts in his ad- 
vance solely to waiit for provisions for his troops. As an army travels on its 
belly, the rapidity of the Japanese advance into Manchuria is measured by 
the capacity of the coolie nupply trains. In case of a successful flank move- 
ment by the Russians this train would be a great weakness. 


Both the Russians and Japan* se are under a frightful financial strain 


•which cannot be indefinitely maintained. In a short time neither will b« 
able, because of financial weakness, of resisting a demonstration on the part of 
any first-class power.

N drawing the will of the late Senator William Sharon on a bit of 
paper not much larger than one's hand, W. F. Herrin performed 
presumably his most v:ondrou- feat as a lawyer. That scrap of 
paper was a document which withstood the criticism of the Su- 


preme Court of California. 


Another jutting victory in Mr. Herrin's career as an attorney was 


the achievement of the decree of the. Supreme Court of this State that 
the trust will of the late Senator James G. Fair was not to stand. 


Son of a small farmer of Oregon, a graduate at 16 of the Agri- 


cultural College of that State-, a,iul an alumnus of the Tennessee Uni- 
versity, where he earned hi, diploma in law, Mr. Herrin became a San 
Francisco client of the bar when under 21 years of age. 


He first entered the office of Attorney Clarence R. Greathouse, and 


afterward became one of the law firm of Van Clief & Stewart, con- 
sisting of Judge Peter Van Clief (whose daughter he wedded) and 
William M. Stewart. 
"IT en followed the partnerships, Stewart & 


Herrin, and Xewlands (Francis G now Federal Senator of Nevada), 
Allen & Herrin, from which latter lirm Mr. Herrin re'tired eleven years 
ago to become chief counsel for th-^ Southern Pacific Company.
